asked the men to present a scale. We 
did so. Two weeks later wo were sont 
for, we supposed, to discuss it. Instead 
we were presented with a scale by the 
firm, who ashed that we present their 
scale to our people. We agreed to do 
so providing they would give us some 
good reasons for asking such reduc- 
tlout. They would not dlsouiw the sub- 
ject,

money. I said this was strange, be- 
cause there was no reductions proposed 
in the wuyca of tho men whom they 
claimed were making too much. The 
reductions alfeeted some, who for eight 
weeks had not averaged two dollars per 
day. \V hen thoir ultimatum camo out 
May 80 It contained a footnote fixing 
my wages at the old rate. Mr. Potter 
told me that it would be useless to hold 
conferences unloss our committee hod 
power to act. 1 told him, if wo agreed 
upon a scale, he need have no fear of It 
being changed. We had been given every 
reason to contemplate trouble. On one 
occasion Mr. Pottor said to me: 'Wait 
till July oomes; your little gold mine 
will bc> closed up.' Tho preparations 
for trouble, such as grating sewerii, 
erecting fences, etc.. Indicated prepar- 
ations for a fight, I sont word to Mi. 
Pottor that wo wore ready to confer, 
but wo never heard from him until 
May 80, when Mr. Frick'i ultimatum 
was prosonted. To out off negotiation* 
in this manner was unfair to the men. 
We did everything possible to bring 
about a peaceable adjustment of the 
scale. Wo wero told at the conference 
that it was not a question of tona&e, but 
a question of pay-roll, which moans 
that 
they 
wanted to reduce our 


wages. It was tho people who madethe 
lowest wages that were reduced. The 
company argues that Improved ma- 
chinery increased the output and nec- 
essarily advanced wages. It also in- 
creased tho labor. There was a reduc- 
tion of 18 per cent, in our department, 
regardless of tho price of billots. Wo 
object to tho scale terminating in Janu- 
ary from past experience. When scales 
expire In winter manufacturers take 
advantage of the cold weather to starve 
their mon Into submission. I think 
that compulsory arbitration in perhaps 
tho only solution of the labor pro- 
blem." 


Mr. Boatnor—You think that if the 


manufacturers arc protected to tho ex* 
tent of 75 to 100 per cent., you ought to 
got a shave of It? 


"Yes, 
sir." 


Witness mentioned Home differences 


in the wages at the Carnegie and those 
at competing mills, and contiuued: 


"By reason of low cost of production 


Carnogle controls the market. They 
undersold the market, and still after 
being able to do that they claimed we 
were making too much money. The 
Olivers never thought their men made 
too much money." 


Ex-Sheriff Gray rehearsed his con- 


versation with tho mon at Homestead 
on July 5, at which time ho told the ad- 
visory committee ho intended to put 
deputies

mill 
and 
asked

lie bo permitted 
to do so 


unmolested: 
"We were told 
that 


the mon would not bo responsible for 
the admission of anyone to the mill.

I was told to go along to preserve the 
peace. 
Mr. Gray then detailed the 


trip up on the boats, tho crowd on 
shore, the firing of small arms, landing 
of tho barges, etc., as previously re- 
ported in these dispatcher. 


Mr Dates—Who commenced firing?

TUB BBBMON. 


Dr. 8. J. McPherson, pastor of the 


Second Presbyterian church, Chicago 
elivered the dedicatory sermon, speak- 
ng rapidly for 40 minutes. He selected 
or his text the 13th verse of the 22d 
hapter ot Bevelations: "I am the Alpha 
and Omega, the beginning and the end, 
the first and lost." The sermon in the 
maia was « presentation of the biblical 
proof ot the personality and divinity of 
Christ, clothed in beautiful language, 
and interspersed with poetical selections 
and scriptural quotations. In a measure 
the delivery was dramatic and inspiring.

for the ohnroh. The work had been 
characterized throughout by uniform 
good taste and fidelity to the smallest de- 
tail. The trustees, the entire church and 
all interested were profoundly grateful 
for the services rendered. The transfer 
ot these keys is the consummation ot this 
grand work. There is nothing more to 
be done except to close the service 
There, is something significant and glori- 
ous in the completion of this new temple, 
not because of its embellishments and 
beauty, its costs and size, but because ot 
the manly Christian character of tho 
people who have so generously and 
promptly responded to tho calls for finan- 
cial aid. In the construction there is 
scarcely anything to regret in or out of 
the church; there is hardly anything 
open to criticism.

tke World's Fair Appropriation. 


CHICAGO, July 14. — The Chicngo Her- 


ald says editorially to-day: The direc- 
tors of the World's fair should per- 
emptorily announce that they will not 
accept the appropriation bill that wns 
pasfted yosterdny by the United States 
senate.
